Mr.  Cluiinnati,  Mrs.  Holden  and  (Jentlemen, 

1 herewith  preseirt  the  Annual  Keport  on  the  health  of  the 
Rural  Histrict  for  the  year  1947.  The  vital  statistics  show  little 
alteration  from  those  of  1946.  There  is,  however,  a rise  in  the 
ijifantile  mortality,  which  is  higher  tlian  the  previous  year  and 
also  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  The  increase 
i.s  maiidy  due  to  deaths  from  prematurity  or  congenital  defects. 

In  the  table  giving  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  each 
parish  1 have  not  given  an  estimated  population  a,s  this  latter 
figure  is  obtained  by  calculating  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  house.  As  some  parishes  have  had  no  new  houses  erected, 
and  others  had  quite  a number,  this  method  of  estimating  the 
popnlation,  while  the  housing  conditions  are  rapidly  changing, 
would  obviously  give  erroneous  figures. 

Tn  conclusion  T take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council 
for  their  support  and  paying  tribute  to  the  work  of  Mr.  Binns,- 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  staff  in  the  Health  Department 
for  their  help  and  co-operatron.

The  main  industi'ies  of  the  liural  • ])istnet  ave  coal  mining 
and  agricultnre.  with  a smaller  number  of  people  occupied  in 
engineering  and  quarrying. 

These  industries  are  very  prosperous  and  ofFei-  full  employ- 
ment, more  especially  to  the  male  section'  of  the  population. 
In  one  area  there  is  a small  canning  factory  mainly  concerned 
with  canning  vegetables.  A new  factory  is  being  erected  for 
silver  plating,  and  another  in  which  the  mainifactni'e  of  small 
tools  will  be  carried  on. 

A firm  engaged  in  making  surgical  insti-unients  is  working 
in  temporary  premises  and  it  is  hoped  will  have  a pei'inanent 
establishment  in  the  near  future. 

Tmler  the  National  Coal  Board  there  are  new  developments 
taking  place  in  many  pits  which  employ  j’esidents  in  the  llui-al 
District.  Such  developments  are  welcome,  for  as  far  as  can  be 
foreseen  they  mean  full  employment  for  those  engaged  in  the 
coal  industry  for  many  years  to  come. 

'I’he  majority  of  farms  in  the  area  are  not  large  aivd  are 
niaiidy  engaged  in  milk  production.  I'iuring  the  war  and  in  the 
post-war  emei'geiicy  period  a fair  acreage  has  come  undei'  culti- 
vation, but  in  noi'mal  times  the  farms  are  nearly  all  laid  down 
to  grass.  The  holdings  have  been  desci'ibed  as  ’‘family  faians," 
that  i.s  little  or  no  outside  labour  is  employed  excejxt  in  the 
busiest  seasons.

The  year  ended  with  more  hopel'id  prospects  than  at  one 
time  was  thought  possible.  It  would  seem  that  the  Kural 
District  Council  will  reach  the  limit  of  houses  which  they  are 
allowed  under  the  iMinistry  of  Health  allocation  early  in  1948. 
This  allocation,  however,  is  so  small  that  it  only  alleviates 
the  worst  cases  of  overcrowding  and  gives  little  hope  of  accomo- 
dation to  such  types  of  people  as  married  couples  without 
children  and  persons  wishing  to  get  married  and  set  up  a home 
of  their  own. 

Further,  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  allocation  of  houses  bv 
the  Ministry  was  based  not  on  the  needs  of  the  district  but 
on  other  factors  entirely. 

The  Rural  District,  partly  through  its  enthusiasm  and 
drive  in  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 
19d0.  pre  1989,  found  itself  after  tlie  war  in  a most  un-. 
favourable  position.  Some  200  of  the  worst  houses  were  in 
confirmed  clearance  areas  so/  that  further'  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts  was  impossible,  and  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  was  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  carry  to 
finality. 

In  common  with  the  200  houses  referred  to  there  are  also 
many  others  where  conditions  are  so  bad,  even  allowing  a five 
vear  life,  that  anv  remedial  measures  are  so  extensive  that 
they  are  a waste  of  labour,  material  and  money,  the  only  real 
solution  being  the  provision  of  new  houses. 

The  result  of  having  so  many  dilapidated  houses  still 
tenanted  is  that  the  house  letting  committees  have  two  problems 
to  face  when  allocating  the  tenancies  of  new  houses. 

1st. — The  alleviation  of  overcrowding  and' the  problems  created 
by  sub-tenants. 

2nd. — The  claims  of  families  living  in  houses  which  do  not 
even  possess  decent  sanitaiw  arrangements,  and  are  not  reason- 
ably free  from  major  defects. 

With  regard  to  new  houses,  - the  policy  of  the  Council  has 
been  to  erect  any  and  every  type  of  house  possible ; with  the 
result  that  in  the  rural  district  there  are  the  traditional  brick 
type,  foam  slag,  prefabricated  temporary  bungalows,  aluminium 
bungalows  fm-  miners,  B.l.S.F.  steel  houses,  in  the  nioi'e  I'ur.-il 
parts  Airy  houses,  and  a few  Swedish  timbei'  luuises. 
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While  it  is  pleasing  that  the  lahours  of  the  housewife 
are  being  much  reduced  hy  the  introduction  of  labour  saving 
devices  in  kitchens,  etc.,  it  is  not  so  satisfactory  that  such 
modern  amenities  are  at  present  so  expensive  and  add  to  the 
rental. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  complete  kitchen  units  in  the 
prefabricated  type  of  house  will  cost  from  i,l5() — £200.  In 
addition  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  cost  of  electricity  in  running 
the  electi-ic  cooker,  copper,  refrigerator,  etc.,  will  amount  to 
an  appreciable  sum  weekl.y,  and  this  cost  is  likely  to  increase 
rather  than  decrease  in  the  future.  One  is  just  a little 
apprehensive  that  rent  and  electricity  chai-ges  may  make 
dejnands  on  the  family  budget  at  the  expense  of  food  and 
clothing,  so  that  while  in  some  respects  the  standards  of  living 
have  irnjn'oved,  in  others  they  may  have  detei-iorated. 

While  on  the  subject  of  housing  I would  draw  the  Council's 
attention  to  some  of  the  less  pleasant  aspects. 

Quite  a number  of  Councillors  who  have  served  on  various 
sub-committees  which  have  visited  condemned  properties  have 
])ersonal  experience  of  the  great  differences  in  tenants. 
Fortunately,  most  families  when  given  good  living  conditions 
respond  and  make  efforts  to  keep  themselves  and  their  homes 
decent.  There  are.  however,  a certain  number  who,  however 
much  they  are  helped,  do  not  make  any  effort  to  help  themselves, 
and  no  matter  whether  in  good,  bad  or  indifferent  houses  are 
content  to  exist  in  a state  of  squalor. 

From  my  knowledge  of  the  properties  which  are  to  be 
demolished  and  the  tenants  rehoused  I know  that  a number 
of  such  families  will  in  due  course  become  tenants  of  council 
houses.  While  extreme  measures  are  to  be  deploi'ed  as  a 
general  rule,  I feel  that  in  some  cases  the  Council  will  be  forced 
to  adopt  them,  and  T think  it  is  .safe  to  say  that  thev  will 
have  the  backing  and  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  majority  of  the 
tenants  on  the  new  estates. 

When  the  Council  are  permitted  to  go  ahead  with  demolition 
of  sub-standard  propeidies.  consideration  will  need  to  be  given 
to  tlie  vacant  sites  left  by  the  demolitions;  hitherto  all  planning 
has  been  concentrated  on  new  sites  but  if  some  consideration  is 
not  given  to  the  re-planning  of  the  old  townships,  ugly  gitps 
and  vacant  spaces  will  remain,  which  will  not  enhance  the  look 
of  the  villages  hut  will  give  them  rather  a derelict  appearance. 

1 venture  to  suggest  that  the  Council  sliould  consider  the 
])urcliase.  where  possible,  of  buildings  and  sites  under  clearance 
and  demolition  orders  so  that  when  the  time  is  o])poiduue  houses 
might  be  rebuilt  or  playing  fields  made,  and  where  possible  tiy 
to  link  u])  the  old  villages  with  new  developments. 
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In  the  two  preceding  })!irugruj)hs  1-  fear  that  I may  l)e 
referring  to  events  of  the  somewhat  distant  future,  as  it  does 
seem  at  the  moment  of  writing  that  it  will  be  cpiite  a con- 
siderable time  before  clearance  and  demolition  will  he  permitted, 
an<l  many  people  will  have  to  occupy  sub-standard  houses  for 
some  years  to  come.  1 have  already  mentioned  the  bad 
tenants,  but  also  there  are  manv  vei’v  . good  ones.  It  is 
striking  to  note  in  visiting  many  of  this  type  of  house  the  high 
standard  of  comfort  anil  cleanliness  pre^•ailing  despite  the  lack 
of  all  modern  amenities.  This  is  a tribute  to  the  energy  and 
hard  work  of  the  housewife,  and  to  offset  the  amenities  which 
she  would  have  in  a new  council  house  there  is  the  fact  that  on 
an  average  there  is  14/-  to  15/-  ])er  week  less  to  pay  in  rent; 
ipiite  a considerable  item  in  the  budget  of  lower  paid  workers’ 
homes.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  the  supplies  from  the  North-East  Derbyshire 
Joint  Water  Committee  and  the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water 
Boai’d  met  all  requirements. 

Some  of  the  private  supplies,  however,  failed  completely’’ 
during  the  drought,  and  for  long  periods  people  living  in  the 
Wigley.  Pratt  Hall  and  ^\'adshelf  area  were  without  normal 
supplies. 

This  area  is  rural  in  character  and  the  chief  industry  is  milk 
production.  It  is  vital  that  a piped  supply  should  be  introduced 
into  this  area.  The  danger  to  health  where  milk  is  produced  on 
farms  lacking  proi)ei’  water  supply  is  great,  but  in  timeS'  of 
economic  stress  is  apt  to  be  pushed  to  one  side. 

If  water  were  supplied  to  this  district  many  of  the  farms 
could  carry  larger  herds  and  the  output  per  animal  would  be 
maintained  i'n  dry  weather.  It  is  difficidt  to  understand,  when 
national  propaganda  stresses  the  importance  of  increased  agri- 
cultund  production,  that  schemes  for  giving  a supply  to  such 
areas  does  not  receive  immediate  consent. 

Regular  sampling  of  water  supplied  by  the  North-]4flst 
Derbyshire  Joint  Watei’  Committee  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  .staff  as  well  as  sampling  from  private  supplies. 

'I’here  is  a close  co-operation  between  the  Water  Engineer 
and  the  Medical  Officer,  and  information  regarding  the  samples 
taken'  b\'  each  dej)artmeut  is  always  given  us  a routine.

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

Five  new  petroleum  stores  have  been'  constructed  during  the 
year,  making  a total  of  122  separate  stores.  These  have  a total 
capacity  of  199,924  gallons. 

There  are  fjve  calcium  of  carbide  stores  with  a licensed 
capacity  of  3,038  lbs. 

All  stores  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts.  Licence  fees  amounted  to  £82/9/2. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

During  the  year  31  dwelling  houses  have  been  treated,  as 
compared  with  119  during  the  previous  year.  This  may  be  an 
indication  of  the  effioiency  of  D.D.T.  treatment,  for  the  insecti- 
cide is  now  generally  stocked  by  chemists,  etc.,  in  small  readily 
useable  packages. 

No  doubt  these  ai’e  used  hv  householders  before  infestations 
become  acute,  and  the  department  is  requested  to  take  action, 
for  before  the  advent  of  D.D.T.  it  was  usually  found,  when 
infestations  were  being  dealt  with,  that  the  majority  of  house- 
holders had  taken  some  action  themselves,  Imt  had  been  un- 
successful in  achieving  the  desired  results. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 

Action  in  respect  of  privy  conversions  has  been  held  up  by 
the  high  cost  and  general  difficulties  of  shortage  of  materials  and 
labour.  During  1946  the  Council  increased  the  grant  to  owners 
who  convert  privies  to  a maximum  of  £10,  when  it  was  expected 
that  the  incentive  would  be  of  considerable  help  towards  the 
removal  of  these  abominations,  but  as  the  figures  for  the  year 
show,  the  results  have  been  disappointing.

10  oases  were  notified 
and  there  was  one  death. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  both  of  which  lecovered. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  a large  outbi-eak,  especially  towards  the  last 
qiKirter,  1,179  oiises  were  notified  as  compared  with  79  the 
previous  year.  The  outbreak  was  of  the  mild  type  and  there 
was  onl}'  one  death. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Practically  the  same  number  of  cases  were  notified  as  last 
ye<ir;  the  figures  are: — 1946,  153  cases;  1947,  154  cases;  as  last 
yeai-  there  was  one  deJith  due  to  this  desease.

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TREATMENT  CENTRE,  .POOLSBROOK. 

The  mnnbers  attending  the  Centre  show  a big  drop  from 
the  previous  year.  This  -is  understandal)le  in  tiie  case  oi 
scabies  as  there  is  a great  decline  in  the  incidence  tlironghoiit 
the  country.  The  same  does  not  a])])ly,  liowever,  to  infested 
heads.  A survey  of  jidrnissious  to  the  foui-  hos]>itals  of  the 
North  Dei-byshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  taken  for  the  year 
1947  showed  that  between  25%  to  :M)%  of  female  admissions 
in  the  age  group  5 — 15  had  infested  lieiuls.  This  tallies  closely 
with  the  figures  of  Dr.  i\lellanby's  survey  of  1941,  and  one  can. 
therefore,  assume  that  there  has  been  no  decrease  of  infestation 
by  the  head  louse;  yet  the  fact  remains  that  only  57  per.sons 
of  all  ages  were  sent  to  the  centre  for  delousing  as  compared 
with  214  in  1946.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

INFESTATION  ORDER,  S.R.  and  O.  No.  680,  1943. 

In  addition  to  the  attention  given  by  the  rat  catcher, 
who  -syorks  under  the  direction  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  512 
visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  infestations. 

Twenty-six  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  public 
during  the  year  and  in  all  instances  satisfactory  elimination  of  the 
infestations  were  secured. 

The  infestation  of  Council  Houses  at  Stonebroom  which 
received  much  publicity,  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  we  have 
had  to  deal  with,  for  although  it  was  eliminated  we  were  unable 
to  precisely  locate  the  source  of  infestation. 

The  rats  became  shy  of  the  usual  treatment  methods  and 
baits,  but  portions  of  poisoned  kipper  finally  defeated  them. 

The  Council  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  receive  regular- 
attention  and  treatment. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  5,000  rats  were  killed  during  the 


year. 
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
